The spring is made from a magnetic material j 
and Its end passes through the centre of the ring magnet. j 
When the fishing rod is in use the spring and bristle stay in the j 
middle of the ring magnet with small movements of the rod tip. In

the Indicator. If the rod is left unattended the Indicator should be 
protected from the wind, e.g. by a fishing box or by a ridge of 
snow if left against an Ice-hole.
